To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Education  Committee, 

My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  once  more  the  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  in  East  Suffolk,  giving  in  facts  and 
figures  a picture  of  the  health  of  the  school  child  during  1958.  Half  a 
century  ago,  the  first  School  Medical  Officer  to  be  appointed  by  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  produced  the  first  Annual  Report,  for  the  year  1908.  It  is 
impossible  to  attempt  any  detailed  statistical  comparison  with  the  present 
day  because  the  method  of  recording  data  has  changed  very  considerably, 
but  in  certain  particular  matters  there  are  obvious  differences  which  demon- 
strate clearly  the  vast  improvement  in  living  standards  and  health  conscious- 
ness which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  fifty  years.  For  example,  in  1908 
of  4,222  children  examined,  936  were  noted  as  having  lice  in  the  head,  451  of 
these  being  badly  infested.  This  year,  approximately  21,855  children’s 
heads  were  examined  on  more  than  one  occasion  during  the  year  and  only 
67  were  found  to  be  infested  with  nits. 

The  School  Health  Service  has  undoubtedly  made  a notable  contribution 
both  directly  and  indirectly  to  the  health  and  happiness  of  children  during 
the  years  and  its  stature  and  scope  have  both  grown  slowly  but  surely.  Not 
only  are  established  functions  always  being  consolidated  and  improved  but 
new  activities  are  constantly  being  added.  Of  these  I would  instance  the 
most  recent  developments  only,  i.e.,  skin  testing  for  the  detection  of  tubercu- 
losis, B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  and  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis,  to  all  of  which  projects  a great  deal  of  time  and  energy  has  been 
devoted  during  the  year. 

I do  not  propose  to  comm^ent  on  the  results  of  this  year’s  work,  save  to 
say  that  the  staff  shortages  mentioned  in  previous  years  still  continue,  but 
fortunately  this  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any  significant  effect  on  the 
satisfactory  level  of  child  health. 

Once  again  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  School  Welfare  Sub-Committee  for  the  understanding  and  support 
given  to  me.  I would  emphasize  that  the  School  Health  Service  could  not 
have  functioned  so  successfully  without  the  help  of  the  Chief  Education 
Officer,  his  clerical  staff  and  teachers  throughout  the  County.  Finally,  I 
must  thank  all  my  own  staff  who  are  concerned  with  the  Service  for  their 
efforts  in  the  face  of  the  many  difficulties  and  opposing  demands  encountered 
during  the  year.

6.  Following  Up. 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  made  697  visits  to  the  homes  of 
children  in  need  of  medical  and  surgical  treatment  to  ensure  that  the  parents 
consulted  the  family  doctor  and  carried  out  his  recommendations. 


7.  Medical  Treatment. 

[а)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. — ^There  are  no  Minor 
Ailment  Clinics  in  the  County,  and  children  siifltering  from  these  conditions 
were  referred  to  their  private  Medical  Practitioner  when  treatment  was 
required. 

(б)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases The.  arrangements  made 
for  this  work  to  be  carried  out  through  the  Supplementary  Ophthalmic 
Services  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Ser\dce  Act,  1946, 
appear  to  be  working  satisfactorily.  These  arrangements  are  supplemented 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  have  at  present  2 ophthalmic  clinics 
in  operation  in  the  County,  held  in  the  Committee’s  clinic  premises  at 
Saxmundham  and  Stowmarket.  Information  so  far  obtained  by  follow-up 
home  visits  shows  that  of  235  children  whose  sight  was  tested  by  ophthalmic 
medical  practitioners  or  ophthalmic  opticians,  172  were  prescribed  glasses 
and  145  have  obtained  them.  In  57  cases  glasses  were  found  to  be  unneces- 
sary at  present. 

{c)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Since  all  children  who  are  considered  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
at  routine  medical  inspections  to  require  treatment  for  nose  and  throat 
defects  are  now  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  it  is  not  possible  to  provide 
any  accurate  statistics.  Information  so  far  obtained  by  follow-up  home 
visits  and  from  hospital  reports  shows  that  143  children  have  received 
operative  treatment,  while  14  were  not  considered  to  require  it  at  present. 

Other  Conditions. 

Three  children  were  referred  for  treatment  for  various  nasal  conditions 
and,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  all  have  been  treated. 

[d)  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  C.  D.  Maepherson,  l.d.s., 
reports  as  follows: — 

A mobile  surgery  was  built  and  equipped  during  the  year.  It  was 
delivered  in  December  and  will  be  available  for  use  next  year.  These 
vehicles  are  a very  valuable  asset,  particularly  when  so  many  schools  are  filled 
to  capacity.  They  enable  officers  to  carry  out  treatment  without  undue 
disruption  of  the  schools’  normal  routine— a factor  much  appreciated  by 
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Head  Teachers.  Owing  to  illness  and  to  the  resignation  of  a part-time 
Dental  Officer  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of  sessions  worked 
this  year.  The  number  of  orthodontic  appliances  fitted  has  been  increased 
and  there  has  been  a steep  rise  in  the  number  of  attendances  for  orthodontic 
treatment. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  1908  there  is  a 
paragraph  which  reads: — 

“Diseases  of  Teeth — Oral  Sepsis  (Inflammation  of  the  Mouth). 

In  five  cases  only  could  it  be  said  that  the  use  of  the  tooth  brush  was 
effective.  Many  cases  showed  natural  cleanliness,  and  those  most  usually 
among  the  most  neglected  children.  Oral  sepsis  and  decay  of  teeth  would 
seem  to  increase  directly  with  the  status  of  the  children.  In  2,605  cases 
there  was  dental  caries  (decayed  teeth).  In  four  there  was  pronounced 
deposit  of  tartar  and  in  two  there  was  pronounced  pyorrhoea  alveolaris  (a 
disease  of  the  tooth  sockets).  Many  children  use  a tooth  brush  once  a 
fortnight  and  once  in  three  weeks.  The  parents  who  have  been  seen  have 
had  pointed  out  to  them  the  rationale  of  the  tooth  brush  and  great  improve- 
ment may  be  expected. 

Actual  figures  as  to  treatment  being  undertaken  are  not  available.’’ 

Today — 50  years  later — I would  write  this  paragraph  thus: — 

“In  many  cases  it  could  be  said  that  the  use  of  the  tooth  brush  was 
effective.  Some  cases  showed  natural  cleanliness,  and  those  most  usually 
among  the  most  neglected  children.  Oral  sepsis  and  decay  of  teeth  would 
seem  to  increase  directly  with  the  status  of  the  children.  In  4,821  cases 
there  was  dental  caries  (decayed  teeth).  In  many  cases  there  was  a pro- 
nounced deposit  of  tartar  but  there  were  few  cases  of  pyorrhoea  alveolaris 
(a  disease  of  the  tooth  sockets).  Some  children  use  a tooth  brush  once  a 
fortnight  and  some  never  use  one.  The  parents  who  have  been  seen  have 
had  pointed  out  to  them  the  rationale  of  the  tooth  brush  and  great  improve- 
ment may  be  expected. 

Actual  figures  as  to  school  treatment  being  undertaken  are  available. 
Among  those  recorded  dentally  fit  are  many  who  receive  regular  treatment 
from  their  own  private  practitioners.” 

During  the  50  years  since  the  establishment  of  the  School  Health 
Service  great  advances  have  been  made  in  preventive  medicine  and  some 
former  deadly  diseases  have  been  curbed  or  vanquished.  What  of  dental 
disease? 

In  1907  the  first  school  dental  clinic  was  opened  in  Cambridge,  and 
since  that  time  the  school  dental  service  has  expanded  and  developed  enorm- 
ously. Unhappily,  although  there  has  been  an  increasing  awareness  of  the 
value  of  a sound  dentition,  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  remains  as  high  as 
that  of  50  years  ago.  In  fact,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a greater  incidence 
of  rampant  caries  of  a very  rapidly  progressive  type  than  was  apparent  even 
20  years  ago. 

Beside  this  picture  of  ever  present  dental  disease  must  be  placed  the 
constant  plaint,  throughout  the  years,  that  an  adqeuate  school  dental  service 
was  hampered  by  shortage  of  Dental  Officers.  So,  in  spite  of  technical 
advances  and  improved  facilities,  the  problem  of  equating  man-power  with 
the  relief  of  suffering  and  disease  remains  unresolved. 

[e)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

Since,  during  1950,  the  responsibility  for  the  making  of  appoint- 
ments for  school-children  to  see  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  East  Suffolk 
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and  Ipswich  Hospital  was  passed  to  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  establish  an  effective  system  for  the  exchange  of 
information.  No  statistics  relating  to  this  form  of  treatment  can  therefore 
be  given. 

(/)  Child  Guidance. 

The  Ipswich  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee’s  Consultant 
Psychiatrist,  Dr.  J.  G.  How'clls,  has  kindly  submitted  the  following  short 
statistical  summary  of  the  W’ork  carried  out  by  his  Department  during  the

{g)  Speech  Therapy. 

Since  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  O.  de  Pinto,  L.C.S.T.,  on  the  31st  March, 
1958,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Smyth,  L.C.S.T.,  has  been  the  only  Speech  Therapist  in 
the  Committee’s  service  and  she  has  reported  as  follows  on  the  year’s  work:^ — 
Clinics  have  continued  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year  wdth  main 
centres  at  Stowmarket,  Felixstowe  and  Woodbridge. 

Six  school  clinics  have  also  been  held  each  w’eek  at  Shotley,  Stutton, 
Bentley,  Clay  don,  Needham  Market  and  Ringshall. 

81  cases  of  speech  defect  have  been  treated,  classified  as  follows: —

left  the  district. 

{h)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

During  the  year  42  pupils  who  had  not  previously  been  treated  w’ere 
immunised  against  diphtheria  and  1,105  received  re-inforcing  doses. 

Through  arrangements  made  by  the  Education  Committee  with  the 
Ipsw'ich  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  s Consultant  Chest 
Physician,  334  pupils  between  13  and  14  years  of  age  were  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

The  vaccination  of  pupils  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during 
1958  as  rapidly  as  the  supply  of  vaccine  permitted.

9.  Physical  Training  and  Remedial  Exercises. 

The  Committee’s  Chief  Organiser  of  Physical  Education,  Mr.  H. 
Stott,  reports  as  follows: — 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  summarise  facts  and  figures  relating  to 
the  remedial  treatment  undertaken  by  the  Organisers  of  P.E.  of  those  children 
reported  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration.  However,  it  should  be 
recognised  that  the  physical  education  carried  out  by  the  teachers  in  which  all 
children  participate  regularly  is,  basically,  remedial  by  nature.  The  general 
level  of  physical  education  in  the  schools  should  reflect  on  the  number  of 
cases  reported  to  be  in  special  need. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a big  improvement  in  the  specialist  staff  available 
in  the  Secondary  Schools,  helped  particularly  by  the  Specialist  Training 
Course  held  at  Celstead  House.  The  introduction  of  large  apparatus  in 
Primary  Schools,  the  teacher’s  courses  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county 
and  the  participation  in  special  events,  games,  athletics,  swimming  and 
dancing,  etc.,  contributed  much  to  a general  rise  in  the  overall  standard 
reached  in  the  year.  There  remains  much  to  be  done  in  providing  the 
minimum  facilities  for  physical  education  but  the  past  year  was  an  en- 
couraging one. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  general  procedure  adopted  in  the  treatment 
of  children  reported  to  be  in  need  of  special  exercises,  but  the  improvement 
in  staffing  undoubtedly  made  it  easier  for  the  recommendations  to  be  effec- 
tively carried  out,  particularly  in  the  Secondary  Schools.

School  Meals. 

The  Chief  Education  Officer  has  supplied  the  following  information 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  School  Meals  Service  during  the  year: — 

The  average  number  of  children  taking  meals  in  1958  was  about  14,322 
or  59.6%  of  the  children  at  school,  compared  with  58.7%  in  1957. 

Somersham  and  Hintlesham,  which  were  provided  previously  with 
container  meals  from  East  Bergholt,  have  now  their  own  self-contained 
kitchens.  Sproughton  Junior  School,  a new  building,  has  its  own  kitchen 
incorporated.  It  had  been  supplied  from  Bramford  Modern  School. 

Hopton  also  has  been  equipped  with  its  own  kitchen  to  replace  container 
meals  from  Beccles  Central  Kitchen. 

The  new  Modern  School  at  Saxmundham  has  a well  equipped  kitchen 
and  dining  room  for  250  meals. 

Holton  now  has  a new  kitchen  to  replace  the  old  inadequate  adapted 
classroom  arrangement. 

Extensions  and  additional  equipment  have  been  provided  at  Felixstowe 
Modern  School  which  can  now  supply  450  meals.  Beccles  Modern  has 
been  similarly  enlarged  to  provide  450  meals.  Extensions  at  Woodbridge 
Farlingaye  School  allow  350  meals  to  be  supplied. 

Improvements  have  also  been  made  at  Framlingham  Junior  School, 
the  scullery  and  servery  being  extended. 

Owing  to  the  re-organisation  at  Weybread  and  Metfield  and  the  conse- 
quent transfer  of  senior  pupils  to  other  schools,  their  kitchens  were  closed, 
being  no  longer  economical.  The  smaller  numbers  remaining  are  now 
supplied  from  Mendham,  where  numbers  had  also  fallen  for  the  same  reason. 
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11.  Provision  of  Milk  for  School  Children. 

'fhe  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  entitles  each  child  to  receive  a free  daily 
allowance  of  one  third  pint  of  milk.  'Fhis  report  deals  with  the  supply  of 
milk  to  213  maintained  and  34  non-maintained  schools  of  the  County 
(excluding  Lowestoft). 

1.  Popularity  of  the  Scheme. 

Maintained  Schools — 22,836  children  in  attendance  in  October,  17,538, 
that  is  81.2%  were  receiving  milk. 

Non-Maintained  Schools— 3,770  children  in  attendance  in  October, 
3,385,  that  is  89.8%  were  receiving  milk. 

2.  Delivery. 

With  one  exception  all  schools  received  milk  in  one-third  pint  bottles. 
The  milk  was  delivered  by  41  dairymen,  38  of  these  obtain  milk 
pasteurised  and  bottled  at  17  licensed  pasteurisation  establishments,  the 
remaining  3 delivered  raw  milk  produced  and  bottled  at  their  own  dairies. 

3.  Quality  of  Milk. 

(a)  General. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  must  approve  all  supplies  and 
where  possible  milk  should  be  Pasteurised  or  Tuberculin  Tested.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  only  three  schools  were  not  receiving  “Pasteurised  Milk”; 
these  schools,  Gosbeck,  Tuddenham  and  Southwold  St.  Felix,  were  receiving 
a Tuberculin  Tested  supply. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  withdraw  approval  for  one 
source  of  school  milk.  It  was  found  that  milk  was  not  kept  in  cold  storage 
after  receipt  from  the  Wholesaler,  often  being  left  overnight  on  the  Retailer’s 
delivery  vehicles;  as  a result,  in  hot  weather  the  milk  was  not  fit  for  con- 
sumption when  required  by  the  school  children.

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{b)  Siipervisioti  of  Supplies. 

Six  of  the  17  sources  of  pasteurised  milk  are  situated  within  the  County; 
in  these  cases  supervision  was  maintained  by  inspection  of  dairies,  plant, 
bottles,  etc.  In  all  other  cases  a close  liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of 
the  appropriate  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  for  this  purpose. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  examined  for  the  following  purposes: 

(t)  Freedom  from  Infection. 

All  raw  milk  supplies  were  sampled  regularly  and  submitted  for  bio- 
logical examination;  30  samples  were  taken  and  all  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

{ii)  Keeping  Quality  and  Efficiency  of  Pasteurisation. 

Fifty-two  samples  were  taken  for  this  purpose;  3 failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  for  keeping  quality.  All  samples  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  Test 
for  efficient  pasteurisation. 

{Hi)  Chemical  Quality. 

Thirty  samples  were  examined  for  this  purpose  and  all  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 


12.  Co-operation  with  Voluntary  Bodies. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

As  always  during  past  years,  the  Officers  of  the  Society  have  been 
readily  available  to  give  help  and  advice  in  any  case  brought  to  their  notice. 


13.  Handicapped  Pupils. — The  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health 
Seiwice  Regulations,  1953,  detail  ten  categories  of  defects  which  require 
special  educational  treatment,  and  the  following  statistics  indicate  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  ascertaining  and  dealing  with  children  who 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Regulations.  More  detailed  statistical 
information  will  be  found  in  the  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

The  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  during 
1958  has  been  prepared  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Gee,  School  Medical  Officer  for 
Lowestoft. 

The  statistics  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  have  been  called 
for  in  a rather  different  style  this  year,  their  “break-down”  being  required 
in  greater  detail  than  hithertoforc.  In  Part  I of  Form  8M,  Table  A,  the 
physical  condition  of  pupils  by  yearly  age  groups  is  shown,  and  as  a perusal 
of  the  Table  will  show,  a consistently  satisfactory  physical  condition  was 
found  in  all  age  groups. 

Part  II  of  Form  8M  sets  out  the  defects  found  at  medical  inspection 
during  the  year.  These  are  numerically  substantially  the  same  as  those  for 
previous  years;  defects  of  the  eyes  and  of  the  nose  and  throat  being  the  most 
numerous. 

Part  III  of  Form  8M  details  the  treatment  provided  for  various  defects. 
These  again  are  similar  to  those  for  previous  years.  Briefly,  over  500  errors 
of  refraction  were  dealt  with,  spectacles  for  65  pupils  being  prescribed 
during  the  year.  Over  170  pupils  received  operative  treatment  for  adenoids 
and  chronic  tonsillitis.  Nearly  a 100  pupils  were  referred  for  orthopaedic 
defects.  82  attended  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic;  97  were  treated  by  the 
Speech  Therapist — a figure  over  double  that  for  the  previous  year  due  to  our 
now  having  the  full-time  services  of  a Speech  Therapist. 

The  figures  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment  are  given  in  detail  in 
Part  IV,  and  these  are  very  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year.  Only  one 
pupil  required  an  artificial  denture,  the  same  figure  as  for  the  previous  year. 

I have  included  a copy  of  Form  21  M in  this  year’s  Report.  This 
gives  details  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  within  the  Borough.  It  will  be 
noted  that  facilities  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  majority  of  the  cases 
within  the  Borough  has  been  provided. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

The  school  population  was  comparatively  free  from  epidemics  during 
the  year.  There  was,  however,  rather  more  measles  than  one  would  have 
expected,  in  view  of  the  heavy  epidemic  of  the  year  before.  A number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  also  notified.  This  infection  has  been  conspicuous 
by  its  absence  during  the  past  few  years,  and  this  year’s  figures  makes  one 
wonder  whether  this  infection  is  gaining  hold  on  the  community  once  again. 
There  were  no  cases  of  polio  notified — neither  amongst  the  school  population 
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nor  the  Borough’s  adult  population.  It  is  not  possible  to  divide  the  total 
of  cases  immunised  into  school  children  and  ‘others’,  but  one’s  impression 
is  that  the  response  amongst  school  children  has  been  quite  good.  Routine 
booster  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the 
infant  schools  and  in  one  school,  following  the  discovery  of  several  contacts 
of  a case  of  tuberculosis,  B.C.G.  testing  of  the  whole  school  was  carried  out. 


Speech  Therapy. 

Thanks  to  Miss  Bassett’s  energetic,  whole-time  service,  good  progress 
has  been  made  in  bringing  up  to  date  the  outstanding  speech  therapy  cases. 
This  service  is  one  which  shows  good  results  quite  quickly,  provided  regular 
treatment  can  be  given.  The  correction  of  speech  defects  is  one  which  is 
appreciated  equally  strongly,  by  child,  teacher  and  parent  alike. 


Staff. 

Once  again,  the  year  under  review  has  seen  several  staff  changes.  Mrs. 
Carter,  School  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor,  left  us  early  in  the  year  to  take  an 
appointment  elsewhere.  Her  place  has  not  yet  been  filled.  Miss  Corkhill, 
also  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  and,  at  the  time  of  waiting,  her  place  too  has 
not  been  filled.  In  order  to  overcome  some  of  the  difficulties  created  by  this 
situation.  Miss  Pretty,  who  had  been  doing  part-time  school  nurse  duties, 
has  been  re-appointed  on  a permanent  basis.  This  still  leaves  us  short  of 
school  nursing  personnel  however,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  shortage  will  not 
be  long  lived. 


Specialist  Services. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  cover  such 
specialist  services  as  orthopaedic  and  surgical  advice,  ear,  nose  and  throat 
defects,  child  guidance  and  ophthalmic  services.  Arrangements  with  the  con- 
sultants concerned  are  working  well  and  there  is  no  undue  delay  in  obtaining 
appointments.
